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WONDERS OF WALT DISNEY WORLD 


A Learning Experience 


As many of you know, Walt Disney World Com- 
pany has been working with some of the leading 
educators from various parts of the country over 
the past few years to develop programs designed 
to bring the many “Wondersof Walt Disney World" 
to young people visiting the Vacation Kingdom 
with their families. Last spring we instituted the first 
pilot program for the “Wonders of Walt Disney 
World” with tremendous success. 

Cast members from throughout the property became teachers, 
sharing the expertise in specialized areas with the participants. All 
four programs were met with enthusiastic responses, by the stu- 
dents participating, the cast members teaching and working with 
the program and by the educators who reviewed the program and 
who stated it was a ‘valid learning experience” for young people. 

Thanks to the efforts of the cast members involved, from those 
conducting the classes, to the many friends throughout the cast who 
helped develop the programs in ecology, art, energy, and enter- 
tainment, this program will be ongoing, offering an exciting learn- 
ing experience to those visiting the Vacation Kingdom during the 
school term. 

Among the many determining factors in continuing the program 
on a permanent basis was the results of the Council of Chief State 
School Officers’ conference held here at Walt Disney World last 
August. The reactions from these leading educators was positive 
and enthusiastic. Charles McDaniel of Georgia stated that he felt 
“Wonders of Walt Disney World” probably exceeded a full day of 
learning in the classroom. Fred Burke of New Jersey urged other 
state superintendents to look at what a program like this could offer 
their students traveling with their families during the school year. 
And many of those attending expressed a desire for all their travel- 
ing students to take advantage of "Wonders of Walt Disney World.” 

The four programs which begin again this week are energy, 
ecology, entertainment, and creative arts. 


“The Energy That Runs Our World” 


Ourenergy program will help students explore this subject in new 
and unique ways. In the classroom, students can relate their own 
personal experiences in the use of energy while watching a Walt 
Disney film tracing our earliest sources of energy to the industrial 
age. Leaving the classroom, students journey to see practical appli- 
cations of energy sources, from steam locomotives to our Central 
Energy Plant, which includes a prototype collector of solar energy. 
Upon their return to the classroom, students examine the future of 
energy and energy challenges we all face in the coming years. 


"Walt Disney World of Entertainment” 


You may be surprised to discover who is actually involved in 
entertainment ... we all are, either as performers of the show 
“onstage,” performers supporting the show “backstage” or as the 
audience enjoying the show in “front” of the stage. 

In the entertainment program, students discuss the importance of 





all three roles and the various forms of entertainment available at 
Walt Disney World Company. They'll talk with performers, visit 
wardrobe and the production center and discover how everything 
must work together to have a successful show. 


“Disney Creative Arts” 


Art is all around us ... but exactly what is it? In Disney Creative 
Arts, students learn how artis acombination of shapes, colors, and 
textures. 

After exploring two dimensional art forms, students will leave the 
classroom to study three-dimensional art throughout Walt Disney 
World. They examine the beautiful mosaic inside Cinderella Castle, 
watch portrait artists at work and photograph the elements of good 
architectural design. 

As the program comes to aclose, students will have the opportun- 
ity to work with a Disney artist to create their own image of a Disney 
character. 


“The Wonder and Beauty of Our World” 


To perserve our environment the study of ecology is very im- 
portant. In this program students acquire observation skills in the 
classroom and preview the ecosystem of Florida's cypress swamps 
before taking a journey to our 7,500-acre wilderness. 

In the beautiful Reedy Creek swamp, students discuss the chal- 
lenges and solutions of land and water management. They observe, 
identify, and record the various wildlife seen few other places in the 
United States, including: the snowy egret, the endangered osprey, 
and countless other species of animals and plants. 

Then the student journey to Discovery Island to see exotic species 
from around the world and to learn how species once common to 
Florida can be protected and their natural habitats restored. 

“Wonders of Walt Disney World” is a total learning experience 
giving every participant a chance to experience aspects of our 
Vacation Kingdom they might not otherwise have known existed.
